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ELIJAH AND PATSY RICHARDSON OF TN, LA, AND MS 

Elijah RICHARDSON (1783 TN - 1865/1870 MS) may have 
been born in Greene Co, TN, where there were several 
RICHARSON families in 1782, including James; John; William; 
and Abel. However, TN records before 1830 are few and 
fragmented; and there could be RICHARDSON families in 
several counties, all unrecorded. One possibly significant 
marriage was that of James Richardson to Annas Wilson in 
Greene Co on 3 Sep 1782. Elijah named his son James W., and 
the meaning of the W. has been lost, though it has been 
assumed to be Wesley. 


About 1804 in TN, Elijah md Patsy GUYON (or GUION) 
(1780/1790 - 1840/50 MS) by family tradition a brother to 
Willie GUYON who went to LA because of some trouble he had 
with a schoolteacher in TN. Parents of Patsy and Willie are 
not now known. The spelling of the name in NC and TN is 
sometimes GUION or GUIN, and it may have been of French 
origin. One grand-daughter, Aunt Janie KEENE, was the only 
one who had any information on Patsy’s family. 


No record has been found for Elijah RICHARDSON in the 
War of 1812. It is possible he was still in TN at the time 
until after 1814. By 1820, there were several RICHARDSON 
families in St Helena Parish, LA, just south of Pike Co, M5, 
including George, Samuel, Elijah, and Widow RICHARDSON. 
Elijah RICHARDSON was next to James GUIN. Elijah’s hh 
showed 110010~22010, and the number of females coincides 
with the known females in Elijah’s family. One of the ch, 
Mary (RICHARDSON) LARD, showed in 1850 her state of birth as 
LA. It seems probable that Elijah migrated to LA with other 
RICHARDSON families, but moved into MS about 1820. That 
year he showed on a Lawrence Co tax list, but not on the 
census there. : 


The known ch of Elijah RICHARDSON includes one son and 
five daus. If the 1820 St Helena Parish census records are 
for our Elijah, there was a second son. 


1. James W. ( 1805 TN - 1852 Smith Co, MS) about 1827/28 md 
Martha Price, dau of Joseph and Celia (ROLLINS) PRICE, and 
lived on Bogue Chitto River until all known members of 
Elijah RICHARDSON’s family and several of the PRICE family 
moved to the Flatwoods section of Scott Co. James move 
later into Smith Co. Ch were Elijah; Thomas J.; William 
Mack; James W.; Martha Jane; John; Martin Van Buren; Frank; 
Joseph, and Mary. Some of the older ch settled in Smith and 
Scott counties, but the younger sons lived in or near 
Lincoln Co. Thomas J. went to LA, where he was a Baptist 
minister in Winn and Ouachita parishes. 


2. Susan (1811 TN - not found 1870) md as second wife to 
Jesse LAIRD (1797 SC - not found 1870), son of Josiah LARD 
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of SC, KY, & MS. The date of their marriage is not. known, 
but it was probably 1828. On 12 Dec 1828, in Lawrence Co, 
MS, Elijah RICHARDSON deeded to his dau Susannah RICHARDSON 
80 acres of land, 2 horses, and 9 cattle. This was likely a 
marriage gift. (Vol B, p 114). Jesse and Susan LAIRD“s ch 
were Polly; Elijah; Josiah; Martha; John; Rebecca; Harmon 
B.; Sarah; and Singleton. They lived in Smith Co in 1850 
and 1860. Jesse LAIRD and his first wife had two sons named 
Abraham and Tom. Abraham md Susan’s younger sister Rachel 
RICHARDSON. Tom md Susan PARKMAN, dau of Ed and Phoebe 
PARKMAN, and grand-dau of Elijah RICHARDSON. The LAIRD 
family pronounced their name as LARD, and it was so recorded 
in most census records and in some land records. 


3. Rebecca (1814 TN - not found 1870) in Dec 1832 in 
Franklin Co, MS, md Hiram G. WALLER. They lived mostly in 
Scott Co and WALLER ch incl Rachel; Leah; Martha; Zachariah; 
Mary Ann; Elizabeth (poss. Betty); Samuel; Lucretia 
("Creda"); Palestine (or Celestine); and Jane. Son 
Zachariah WALLER had a family in Scott Co in 1870 in Beat 5. 


4. Phoebe (1815 MS - after 1870) had license to marry 
Edmonson PARKMAN as of 10 Mar 1827 in Lawrence Co. If her 
birth year is correct, she was a child bride. The PARKMAN 
ch incl Susan; Thomas Marion; Edwin; and Martha Ann. Ed 
PARKMAN was not shown after 1850. In 1870, a child named 
Letha PARKMAN (1868 MS) was with Phoebe. Tom, Eddie, and 
Martha were still at home, unm; but Susan had md Tom LAIRD. 


5. Mary “Polly” (1820 MS or LA -— not found 1870) in 1835 in 
Franklin Co, MS, md Timothy LAIRD (1804 KY —- not found 
1870), son of Josiah LARD of SC, KY, and MS. They may have 
lived in Jasper Co in 1840. They were in Scott Co in 1850 
and 1860. LAIRD ch incl Elijah; Abraham; Irene; and 
Pinelder. The family moved away after 1860 and has not been 
located. 


6. Rachel (1822 MS - after 1880 MS) md Abraham LAIRD, an 
older son of her brother-in-law Jesse LAIRD. They were in 
Smith Co in 1850, but had moved into Jones Co near Soso in 
1860 and 1870. By 1880, they were back in Smith Co in Beat 
2 near Bunker Hill. Ch incl Elijah William; Lilla (may be 
read as Silas on census records); Calpernia; Julia Ann; 
Rachel Missouri; Mary M.; Joseph; Sylvanus; Victoria E.; and 
Abraham. 


The oral tradition is that Elijah RICHARDSON lived for 
several years on Bogue Chitto River in Lawrence, Franklin, 
and Pike counties; then sold out and moved to the Flatwoods 
section of Scott Co after the Choctaw Cession. The last 
land transaction Elisha made in Lawrence Co was in 1838. 
Elijah and all his known ch, Jim, Susan, Phebe, Rebecca, 
Polly, and Rachel made the trek in ox-wagons. PRICE, 
PULLEN, RUSHING, and related families from the same area 
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also made the trek to the new lands. Most were on the Scott 
Co census for 1840. In 1850, Elijah was with the family of 
dau Rachel and Abraham LAIRD. After 1860 he md (2) Jerusha 
ELLINGTON (1819 AL), “a niece of old man Isaac ELLINGTON 
from Alabama." In 1870, this Jerusha RICHARDSON was with 
William "Mack" RICHARDSON, a grandson of Elijah, in Smith 
Co. There were no ch from this second marriage. 


As three daughters and one granddau of Elijah ma 
LAIRDS, the indenture of Josiah LARD, Sr, of Lawrence Co, 
MS, on 9 Jan 1824 is of interest because he deeded 
everything he owned to his ten ch, naming them as Ruthy; 
Jesse; David; Timothy; Josiah; Noah; John; ?Ling?; Abraham; 
and Elizabeth. (Book A-D-E, p 272-3). On 22 July 1826, Ruth 
MCCAR, Jesse LARD, David LARD, Timothy LARD, and Elizabeth 
LARD transferred the deed of gift to Joseph LARD, Sr. (Vol 
B, p15). Josiah did not mention a wife, and he made his 
mark to the deed, which was witnessed by A. HARGIS and W. W. 
WHITEHEAD, and recorded by Harmon M. RUNNELS. The name of 
the child ?Ling? cannot be read clearly, and could be either 
male or female. The two records do establish the father of 
Jesse and Timothy and the fact that they were brothers. 
Apparently Josiah LARD had moved from SC to KY, then to MS, 
as Jesse was born in SC and Timothy in KY. The identity of 
Joseph LARD, Sr, is not known.

came to Georgia and settled in Scottsboro, Baldwin 
eounty, Georgia. He loved his penrensials and was 
successful in its practice. 

He enlisted in the 44th Georgia Seman Con- 
federate Army, and served as surgeon. After his dis- 
charge from the army, he resumed his practice at 
Scottsboro. 

James Milton Richardson married Miss Palatia 
Steward, of Americus. They have one child and live 
in Macon, Georgia. He is a teacher at the Lanier 
High School. 

As soon as he was discharged from the army, he 
returned to his home at Scottsboro, resuming his prac- 
tice which soon became large and lucrative. 

Dr. Richardson died of pneumonia at his home in 
Scottsboro, Georgia., April 20, 1869 in his thirty-fourth

year. His widow survived until May 3, 1896. They 
lie buried, side by side, in the Milledgeville cemetery. 

Their children are as follows: Emily Sophia 
Richardson, William Buford Richardson, Sallie Dar- 
gan Richardson, Charles Hyatt Richardson, and James 
Milton Richardson.

CHAPTER VIII 


RICHARDSON 


5 Very little is known about our Richarson family 
line prior to the time John D. Richardson and his wife, 
Catherine Stutts, migrated to Alabama. It is known that 
they were of English descent; the Stutts were Dutch. 
Some records claim that the Stutts family may have been 
German and migrated to Holland prior to coming to Ameri- 
ca. It is also probable that the name in the old coun-~ 
try may have been spelled Stutz. There were Many Rich- 
ardson families in early North Carolina records, but as 
to date, we have not been able to connect our line with 
any found, 


-The above records were copied by Mr. Gresham from 
the recotds of Mrs. Sue Baskin, deceased, who was a des- 
cendent of the Richardson, also. 


Several years ago, Mr. Virgil Gresham, who is a 
Richardson decendent' through one of the daughters of 
John D. and Catherine, wrote me and sent the following 
record. It seems at this time to this writer that 
there must be a missing gormzer ten between generations 
one and three. .We have found these records to be cor- 
rect in all that we have been able to check. We do know 
that they came to Alabama from Moore Co., North Carolina 


I have written to Moore County, North Carolina, to 
see if they had a will or estate settlement on Stephen 
Richardson, They found none, but it must be noted here 
that many of Moore County records are destroyed. Also 
fact, if, as the lady who compiled the records above 
stated, Stephen died.on the way to Tennessee, he prob- 
ably sold his holdings in Moore Co. and had not bought 
any land on the way, so the family probably just agreed 
on a settlement among themselves. I also wrote several 
historians in regard to Moore County Richardson families. 
Mr. Malcolm Fowler of Lillington and Mr. Wicker of Moore 
Co. both are well versed in early Moore history. They 
both said there were several groups of Richardsons there 
in mid=- and late 1700. Mr. Fowler lists the following 
Richardson in Moore: 

John, a grant in 1747 on Deep River 

Thomas, 1747, grant On Deep River 

Johathan, 1762, grant near Bethlehem Church 

Drury, 1768, on Buffalo Creek 

Stephen, 1775, on Buffalo Creek 

He states that Moore Co. courthouse burned in 1889 and 
most of the records in the Register office burned and

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of State office at Raleigh. Those listed on the previ- 
ous page were the first settlers on record in what is 
now Moore County. It was a part of Bladen Co. in 1747. 
Most Bladen Co. records were also destroyed. 


Mr. R. E. Wicker of Pinehurst, North Carolina, in 
answer to a letter from me in regard to the Richardsona, 
stated, The first record of a Stephen Richardson is 
found in the Cumberland Co. deeds where Leonard Cagle 
conveyed 200 acres to Stephen Richardson by deed Jan. WD 
1775. The original Richardson in this county was Wil- 
liam who was here as early as 1747, being the first per- 
son known to have settled in the county. 1 am of the 
opinion that Stephen was his son.* This land lay on Buf- 
falo Creek, which runs northernly into Deep River. This 
land along Buffalo Creek was settled by the Richardsons 

_and the Stutts. I would venture to guess that if John 
D. married a Stutts, he found her in this region. The 
Stutts were German. They, along with the Cagles, Von- 
Canons, Ritters, Shamburgers, etc. came from Pennsylva- 
nia because they could find no suitable land in that 
province, down through the Valley of Va., into northern 
North Carolina and down Deep River into Moore Co. The 
Moore Co. minutes mention Stephen Richardson in Nov. 
1788 and he made a deed to Henry Cagle in Feb. 1789 and 
bought land in Feb. 1792. This deed was witnessed by 
Jacob Cagle. He was called for jury duty first in Aug. 
1790 and last in Nov. 1795; the court minutes do not 
extend beyond 1795, so he may have served in the county 
after that date." 


The reader must draw their own conclusions in re- 
gard to the above set out record, as this writer had 
done no personal research on Richardsons in N. C. nor 
Penn. My records will begin with John D. Richardson and 
wife, Catherine Stutts, who migrated to present-day Lau- 
derdale Co., Alabama. From family records, I have 
gleaned the record of their trip from North Carolina and 
where they settled prior to Lauderdale become a county. 


Settlers were in present-day Lauderdale Co., Ala. 
before the Indians had formally deeded their lands to 
the United States. It has been established that between 
4,000 and 5,000 intruders were in the Chicksaw territory 
alone in 1810. In the period 1809-1811 soldiers at Fort 
Hampton (located on Elk River) were sent to drive all 
settlers off the Indian land. 


*This may be the missing generation that I referred to 
in Mrs. Baskins' records. 
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John D. Richardson and his wife Catherine, with 
other relatives, left North Carolina in search of new 
land. They had planned to settle in Mississippi Terri- 
tory. Traveling the "Wilderness Trail", (also known as 
Doublehead Trail) they crossed into what is now Tenn- 
essee. Going further south, they took the wrong turn 
and instead of going to Natchez Trace that lead to Mis- 
sisippi, they came to a spot where they had to cross 
Bluewater Creek near where the Richardson Cemetery now 
is. When they reached the bluffs that extended several 
miles up and down the stream, there was no road, so 
they could not get their wagons down the bluff until a~- 
wagon trail was cut. Since their cattle and horses were 
almost exhausted from the long journey, they made camp. 
They found the Indians friendly and as there was plenty 
of game and the creek bottom was filled with cane brake 
where the horsea and cattle. could live through the win- 
ter, they decided to build a cabin and stop there. 


This part of present-day’ Alabama was then a part of 
the Mississippi Territory and still belonged to the In- 
dians and was not open for settlers. These newcomers to 
the land were called "squatters." One time the Federal 
troops set fire to the Richardson's cabin and ordered 
them to leave. As the soldiers were leaving, one of 
them told Catherine she could put the fire out when they 
were gone-e-which she did. After they left, she noticed 
a fine horse vhey had left behind, so she sent her young 
daughter and a slave to return the horse to the amny 
camp. When they arrived at camp, the soldiers were 
shocked that she was able to ride the horse. They said 
very few people could ride him at all. The troops let 
the Richardsons alone after this and as soon as it be- 
came a state, they bought the land on which they were 
living in 1819 and then built a better home. It remain- 
ed standing until a few years ago. It was located due 
south, just a few hundred yards from the "Granny Richard- 
son Cemetery." This eemetery was so called for several 
generations as after John D. died, Catherine (Kate as 
she was most often called) looked after the cemetery. 
She and John D. gure the first land for the cemetery; 
later some more land was deeded to enlarge it. A deed 
has been found in Lauderdale Co. where in 1913, John M. 
Wilcoxson and R. A. Wilcoxson, his wife, gave one acre 
and the deed states: "We for and inconsideration of our 
Love and respect for the cause of Christianity, and the 
welfare of the generations to come after us, we do here- 
by grant unto the Congregational Methodist Church the 
follosing to wit, beginning at the N. E. corner of the 
Granny Richardson Graveyard, etc., etc." (This is re- 
Corded in Book of Deeds, Vol. 95, page 538.) It appears 
the above was given on which to build a church. e 
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next was an addition to the cemetery and reads in part: 
"I. M. and R. A. Wilcosxon deed for $1 to W. T. Killen, 
D. D. Allen and G. T. Richardson, Trustees; beginning at 
the South East Corner of what is known as the Katy Rich- 
ardson graveyard and running East yards (ic) thence 
North 140 yards thence west 35 yards or to the N. E. com 
ner of said Katy Richardson graveyard, thence South to 
the beginning corner and being located in the N 4 of E% 
Sec. 14, Township 1 Range 9 West. This is the second 
addition to the original Katy Richardson’ graveyard and 
is hereby conveyed for the purpose of future burials. 

It is understood that as long as the land is not needed 
for burials that the said Wilcoxsons may continue to use 
the land for cultivation, etc." This deed was made 

May 20, 1931. ‘ 


7 The John D. Richardson family came to what is now 
Lauderdale County in North Alabama in a forty-wagon wa~ 
gon train. Some went to Mississippi and elsewhere. 

They had left Moore Co. North Carolina. (Moore was tak- 
en from a part of Cumberland.)--so the Richardsons and 
Stutts lived not too very far from where the Killens and 
McDougels lived in North Carolina. Catherine out-lived 
all the others that came in the wagon train with them. 
She lived to be nearly 100 years of age. She outlived 
her husband and several of her children. Many tales are 
told of her daring and resourcefulness. She was called 
‘Granny Kate" by friends, neighbors, children and grand- 
children. Her tombstone is a very small one and simply 
states “Aunt Kate"; there are no dates inscribed on it. 
Her husband, John D. died around 1847, There is a large 
box type tombstone that marks his resting place. It is 
built up above ground. His name and dates of birth and 
death are now barely légible. She is buried by his side. 
Many, many of their descendents aré buried in this ceme- 
tery. The original part of the cemetery is to the West 
of the road that cuts through it. Years ago there stood 
a small church on the north side of this old part, but 
it has long since fallen and the road leading to the 
cemetery has been changed. It used to cross the creek 
and up to the cemetery and when the creek would rise, it 
would be almost impossible to get to it. Now a new road 
has been built and a bridge has also been built; many 
are buried and are still to be buried on this side. The 
Bluewater Creek that flows near the cemetery was also 
called in the old days "Granny's Creek'. It has been 
told to me by older members of the family that Catherine 
during the Civil war beat a Yankee to death; she had hm 
lean over to look into a barrel for apples and when he 
did she started “whacking away" until she had beat him 
to death. It is also said that when they started to 
Alabama, she rode a horse all the way. en she was in 
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her 90's and living with a grandson, she wanted to go to 
Florence to buy a new pair of boots; when all were too 
busy to take her, she proceeded to mount a horse and 
went alone and got her new boots. 


John D. Richardson was born Sept. 21, 1776, prob- 
ably in Moore Co. N. c. and married Catherine Stutts, a 
daughter of Jacob and Elizabeth Stutts. They probably 
married around 1795-96, as their first child was bornin 
1798. The first census of Lauderdale Co. states that 
they both were born in North Carolina. John D. Richard- 
son died 2-12-1847 and Catherine Stutts Richardson was 
born in 1777, according to the 1850-census of Lauderdale 
Co. She died Jan. 24, 1876. They are buried side by 
side in the "Granny Richardson Cemetery" on Roach's Fork 
of Bluewater Creek in-aorth Lauderdale Co., Ala. They 
had the following issue: 

1. Elizabeth Richardson 

2. Mary (Polly) Richardson 

3. Henry Richardson 

4. Susannah Richardson 

5. Rebecca Richardson 


On the following several pages will appear various 
court records pertaining to the estates of John D. and 
Catherine Richardson and thereafter will start the fami- 
ly records on each of their children. 


‘Many records can be found on John Richardson in the 
Lauderdale Co. probate and deed books. I shall mention 
but a few here.

Wm. Estes, Hiriam Kennedy. 


In Book A, Lauderdale Co Probate Inventory records, 
dated May 17, 1850, Henry Richardson, Administrator of 
the estate of John D. Richardson, filed his accounts.
